\ssociated Students Inc. (ASI) 
Senate Chair Don Currier ended 
weeks of speculation Tuesday when 
he resigned as chair of the senate. Vice 
Chair Ronald Colthirst will assume

Curner submitted his resignation 
in a letter to ASI President Ron Pizer. 
stating that he was unable to adjust his 
work schedule sufficiently to perform 
his ASI duties. Currier has recently 
accepted a position with the Sacra- 
mento Police Department 


Curnier’s resignation brings to four 
the total number of vacant offices in 
the senate. An attempt to fill one of 
those vacancies failed for a second 
time when the senate fell short of the 
two-thirds votes needed to confirm 
Tucker Hammerstrom to the vacant 
Business seat 


Pizer had orginally appointed 
Hammerstrom to the position in the 
meeting on Feb. 28, but that confir- 
mation vote ended tn a tie. Tuesday's

“Color Purple” Critiqued, Praised By Women

Praises honoring Alice 
Walker's most recent novel, The 
Color Purple, have been sung 
around the nation 
Last year, Walker's book. 
which was the focal point of a 
literary critique last Tuesday held 
as part of Women's History Week, 
captured two major awards for fic- 
tion; the Pulitzer Prize and an 
American Book Award 
“A celebration of woman- 
hood,” is how Kathy Crowder, a 
campus EOP counselor who along 
with English Professor Hortense 
Thorton and Mattie Evans of the 
ethnic studies faculty, made up the 
panel critiquing the novel. “Alice 
Walker considers herself a wom- 
anist in every aspect of the word, in 
every emotion and thought a 
woman Can experience,” said 
Crowder 
The novel concerns the social 
implications of male-female reia- 
tionships and female-female rela- 
tionships and is related through the 








eyes of Celie, a poor Southern 
black woman trying to find her 
sense of identity and self worth 
Ata young age, Celie is abused 
by a man she thought was her 
father. Thus begins a life-long 
struggle for Celie to escape the 
degradation and humiliation she 
suffers at the hands of the men in 
her life. Her story is told primarily 
through a series of letters written 
by Celie out of fear and isolation 
which she addresses only to God 
Much later in life, Celie dis- 
covers that her sister Nettie 1s alive 
and working in Africa as a mis- 
sionary. Nettie, who Celie helped 
to escape the cycle of personal 
abuse also, had been writing her 
sister for over 30 years in hopes of 
getting a reply. Consequently, Net- 
tie becomes the receiver of the rest 
of the letters Celie writes, and 
Celie attempts to incorporate Net- 
ue’s experiences into beautifying 
and clarifying her own experience. 


Solely through the support, 
love, and understanding of the

women in Cehe’s life, she is even- 
tually able to came to terms with 
her own existence 

Helping to set the stage so the 
audience attending the critique 
could better appreciate Celie’s 
plight, Thornton described the 
utter poverty many black rural 
Southerners had to endure during 
the 1940s. She also stated her 
behef that Walker wanted people 
to hear Celie’s voice and that a 
Message ts intended for the reader: 
that is, you can begin life in an 
atmosphere of complete desola- 
tion and despair, yet rise above it 


Evans was able to relate to 
some experiences of the characters 
from Waiker's novel, noting some 
of her own experiences in the 
South during the period depicted 
in the book. Her accounts of large 
extended families and the substitu- 
tions of some family members led 
to speculation on her part that 
some of the female bonding like 
that in The Color Purple actually 
occurred

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NEA: Reagan Budget Not Enough 


Money Being Spent On Defense, Not Learning

in the wake of several education 
reports recommending increased fed 
eral spending on education, President 
Reagan has requested more money 
for education than he has ever 
requested 


However, this amount still does 
not adequately meet the financial 
needs of national education. ac 
cording to the president of the 
National Education 
(NEA) 


Association 


Mary Hatwood Futrell, president 
of NEA, said that Reagan's budget 
request iS not responsive to recom- 
mendations made by Reagan himself 
in his National Commission on Excel- 
lence in Education 

Titled “A Nation at Risk,” the 
report ts a “clanon call tor the federal! 
government to identify the national 
need and finance what is necessary.” 
said Harvard Professor Gerald Hol- 
ton, a member of the commission that 
produced the report 

“The president's cruel bu iget cut 
proposals since he took office in 198] 
have shackled the education budget 

already critically underfunded.” 
said Futrell 

According to Curtis Richard, 
legislative director of the California 
State Student Association (CSSA), 
the actual figure Reagan has proposed 
for the 1985 education budget is 
$15.4 billion. Richards noted that this 
figure is substantially lower than the 
$305 billion Reagan has requested for 
the defense budge: The defense

Federal funding for education, 
explained Futrell, should be at least 
$20.7 billion. Adjust 4 for inflation, 
this figure would restore 1980 federal 
spending levels for education 

The tragedy of Reagan's 1985 
education budget proposal, said 
Futrell, is that the amount requested is 
considerably lower than the $17 bil- 
lion President Carter requested for 
1982. Reagan's proposal is also lower 
than the amount Carter requested for 
1980 which was $15.6 billion.

The president “gives us pretty 
much the same budget in fiscal 1985 
that Congress approved in 1984 while 
asking for an additional $47 billion 
for defense after adjusting for 
inflanon.”

The last thing anyone needs is more bureaucracy. \W hether 
the subject is hunger in the United States or human rights in 
Central America, political commissions tend to cloud the Issues 
rather than solve the problems 

Phe children’s center commission, a recently formed panel 
On Campus, has set ttseit tne goal of researching and planning a 
future child-care facility in conjunction with Children’s Center 
officials. This group may well break with the tradition of 
bureaucratic ineffectiveness and help in the realization of a new 
and better child care facility on campus 

A new children’s ceriter has been discussed and vaguely 
planned for several years, yet it is difficult to pin down the exact 
reasons why concrete steps have not been taken to secure a new 
facility for the child care program. It seems apparent that sucha 
project ts generally supported as worthwhile by students. staff 
and faculty, as was indicated by a poll taken last semester in 
conjunction with the ASI student senate election 

By now it is well known that the present Children’s Center 
is not big enough to fill the demand of child care for CSUS 
parents. The portables which house the center are old. leaky, 
and provide inadequate storage space for the equipment used in 
caring for the capacity crowd of tots, toddlers and infants w ho 
depend on the campus facilities each day. For the past few 
years, rainy seasons have raised legitimate concerns over the 
possibility of a collapsing roof 

Children’s Center Director Gail | oper Healey has pointed 
out that at this time it is too early to tell what the actual result of 
the commussion’s efforts will be. Yet despite the unofficial, 
informal nature of the group, Healey is Opumistic about the 
panel's ideas and commitments to the construction of a new, 
more adequate outlet for CSUS students’ kids 

Commission members are currently helping Children’s 
Center officials publicize an “ad hoc opera” fund raiser 
Although the group's role in future center activities is not clear, 
chances are good that the pane!’s members will give similar help 
in upcoming Months as more money-making activities are 
scheduled to help pay for the new facilities 

Although the Hornet Foundation has financial reserves 
earmarked for future construction of campus buildings, no 
moves have been made by the Foundation to put expansion 
plans into action. The children’s center commission may serve 
as the spur to school officials which forces a tangible, progres- 
sive action on this matter 


Thanks SARA 


Thanks to the Save the American River Association 
(SARA), a lawsuit against the East Bay Municipal Utility 
Distnct (EBMUD) concerning the diversion of American 
River water is due to go to court sometime next month. 
Allegedly backed by the City of Sacramento, the suit represents 
12 years of struggle by at least one Organization trying to keep 
Sierra Nevada run-off where it belongs —— in the American 
River channel. 

Although the present concern is “the point of diversion,” 
according to Jim Jones, SARA president, the problem would 
indubitably become the amount of water diverted. Besides the 
obvious effect — a decrease in the size of the recreation area on 
the river, of comparable inconsequence — water quality in the 
Sacramento area would be adversely affected. We are all too 
aware of the recorded high quantities of trichlorethylene (TCE) 
in the American River which our own Aerojet has succeeded in 
providing. And we're also too aware that the lower the flow, 
the higher the concentration of toxins in the river becomes. 

Another argument, the same used against the Peripheral 
Canal in 1982, can be used against the proposed diversion. 
That is, by diverting water from the river, which results in a 
lower cubic feet per second flow, salt water can more easily 
make its way into the fertile lands of the Delta Causing irrepara- 
ble damage to acres of farmland. Considering also the unrelia- 
bility of weather patterns, there is the chance of another 
drought in the near future. Think how that could affect the 
American River along with all its other present and proposed 
uses. 

It is untortunate that the future of American River flows is 
questionable anyway because of housing developments in 
Placer and El Dorado counties. But if EBMUD is added to the 
river's use, surely little will remain in the channel to maintain 
the necessary high water quality in the Delta, not to mention 
pollution control and recreation in Sacramento.

Stressing participation in the polit- 
ical process for those traditionally 
excluded from decision making (the 
“disenfranchised”). Jackson has 
emphasized heightened political 
awareness and increased voter regis 
tration as the key to political, social 
and economic change 

“You have the power to be more 
than what you are,” Jackson tells his 
audiences. This simple. emotional 
Statement ts central to his campaign 
By making people, especially the 
young, believe they as individuals are 
important and can help change the 
face of US. politics, Jackson has been 
and 1s successful in increasing voter 
registration 

Thus far, many of Jackson's 
speeches have played on student fears 
of overseas military involvement and 
a general fear among the populace of 
nuclear weapons and war
